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Versus Godlessness 


Some months ago we heard it suggested that war 
with Russia, if] and when such a holocaust occurs, 
would start as a battle between ideologies or as a de¬ 
fensive fight to prevent the world from being gobbled 
up by Moscow. After that, it could develop rapidly in¬ 
to a struggle between believers in God and the god¬ 
less. 

This opinion was underscored sharply by the 
Archbishop of York’s recent declaration that Christ¬ 
ianity must not only take its part in saving the world 
from a threat of unprecedented .horror, but that it 
was Christianity’s duty to strengthen itself to offset 
the advance of Communism. 

In calling for non-stop propaganda of the ideals 
for which western style democracy stands, Dr. Cyril 
Garbett warned that full scale war breaking upon un¬ 
prepared Europe would engulf the Old World in an 
age far darker than the one Christendom emerged 
from slowly nine hundred years ago. <> 

Dr. Garbett is right. Christianity and a true con¬ 
ception of democracy are vital in warding off creep¬ 
ing Communism which, in the words of the Canadian 
Congress of Labour’s declaation of positive economic 
philosophy, “promises freedom of religion while perse¬ 
cuting all religions, and God is replaced by Stalin.” 

Certainly economic health, adequate manpower, 
defensive and offensive material and control of infla¬ 
tion are of prime importance in the political and ec¬ 
onomic battlefields, but the struggle can be lost if we 
fail to resist on the moral and spiritual fronts. The 
churches, Protestant, .Roman Catholic and Jewish, and 
the spiritual leaders of our day understand the dang¬ 
er from the militant godless, but do the people who 
go to church on Sunday understand it? 

Communism is as much a religion as Christianity, 
but one of the big differences between the two is that 
Communists are fanatical in the propagation of their 
doctrine. Religion was to Marx the “opiate of the 
masses,” but the men who have translated his teach¬ 
ings into action have fed the masses with a much 
more powerful and, unfortunately, debilitating drug— 
worship of the state. 

Christians must understand this. They must also 
understand that, although wishful thinkers say that 
thousands of people behind the Iron Curtain worship 
God in secret and pray for the day their masters will 
be overthrown, it’s a safe fctet that the Red Army sol¬ 
diers, numbering not thousands, but millions of young 
men indoctrinated with militant atheism, are suffic¬ 
iently worshippers of the state to move when Stalin 
gives the order. 

But would destruction of the Red Army destroy 
the philosophy, or religion, of Communism? 

The answer is "no”. The only way to destroy 
Communism is for those of us who profess to be 
Christians to propagandize our own belief in a Christ¬ 
ian democracy and put into practice the principles to 
which we pay lip service when we attend church. Fail¬ 
ure to do so will result in victory for Communism by 
default, Red Army or no Red Army —“Industry.”
